SIXTH - It is further stipulated that Contractor shall pay 
all lawful claims or indebtedness V7hich may accr-ue, by operation 
of law and otherwise, to any persons, firm or corporation on 
account of any labor or service performed or material furnished 
or service rendered, in the carrying forward, performing, and 
completing of said contract including subcontractors, laborers, 
materialmen, and those performing service on account of or direct¬ 
ly in connection with the completion of said contract. 

SEVENTH - It is further stipulated that any judgment rendered 
against the City of Fort Wayne or any official thereof, in any 
suits for damages for injury to real or personal property, or for 
any injury, sustained by any person growing out of any act or 
doing of Contractor, or its agents, employees or workmen and 
that of the State Industrial Board of the State of Indiana_ 
rendered against the City of Fort Wayne- in any suit or claim arising 
under said Workmen’s Com.pensation Acts, of the State of Indiana, 
now in force, relating to com.pensation for accidental injuries 
or death suffered by his em.ployees or the employees of any Sub¬ 
contractor or Subcontractors in the course of their em.ployment, 

V7hen notice of the pendency of such suit, hearing or arbitration., 
shall have been given said Contractor, shall.be conclusive against 
Contractor as to amount, liability and all other things per¬ 
taining thereto; it being the intent of the parties hereto that 
Contractor indemnify and hold harmless City in the premises.
